DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 08/1 3/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Pat. No. 7,481,879 and U.S. App. No. 11/402,062 has been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-4, 6, and 9-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Meguro et al. (Japanese Pub. No. 2003-277183) and Twitchen et al. (U.S. Pub. 
No. 2004/0175499 A1) do not teach reactive ion etching the side surfaces of the seed 
substrate and therefore the prior art would not produce a diamond wherein when one 
main surface is irradiated with a linearly polarized light considered to be the synthesis of 
two mutually perpendicular linearly polarized light beams, the phase difference between 
the two mutually perpendicular linearly polarized light beams exiting another main 
surface on the opposite side is, at maximum, not more than 50 nm per 100 micron of 
crystal over the entire crystal.
